being dnpatentable over Xa VS 2p02/003n39 m view of Tso US M88,S03* 
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As per daims 1, 13, and 25 Xu teaches a proxy net«roi1c device, [01 1 1]. Xii teaches the 

device receives an access request issued by a client device to said file stoiage device, 

[0115]. Xu teaches use ofdedicated access protocols, [0173]. Xu teaches that the file 

storage device processes the request \01 15]. Xu teaches the ability to scan for malware, 

but does not explicitly teach m&lware scanning, [0177). 

Tso teaches scanning files tor mahvarp, (Cd 2 lines 26-33, 38-45). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the malware scanning 

of Tso with the proxy device of Xu because scanning for viruses would enhance ne^ork 

security. 

As per claims 3, 1 5, and 27, Xu teaches use of the NFS protocol, [0173]. 

As per daims 4^ 16, and 28, teaches that the proxy device shares the same ID (IP 

address) as the file storage device, [01 15]. 

As per claims 5, 17, and 29, Xa teaches that the proxy ts attached to a plurality of storage 
devices, each having a separate identifier. [01 20]. 

As per claims 6, 18. and 30, Xu teaches that the ^loxy has a umque identifier con^ared 
to the storage device» [01 16]. 

As per claims 7, 19, and 31, Tso teaches scanning for malware using algorithms, (Col 3 
lines 40-53). 

As per claims S, 9, 20, 21 32, end 33. Tso teaches storing files previously accessed and 
scanned xo shorten access times for dieiits, (Col 5 lines 1-13). 
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As per claims 12, 24, and 36» Tso teaches toad balancing with noxlttple proxies, [0178]. 

Claims 2, 14, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.$.C 103(8) as being unpatentable over 
Xtt US 2Q02/003S339 in view of Tso US 6,08S,S03 in view of Edmonds US 6,230190 
As per daiois 2, 14, and 26 the previous Xu-Tso combination teaches use of NFS 
protocol p&i [0173D- The Xu-Tso combination fails to teach SMB protocol. 
Bdznonda teaches that the use of NFS and SMB protocols are equivalent, (Col 4 lines SO- 
BS). It vi^ould have been obvious for one of orcfinary sidii in the art to tise the SMB 
protocol of Edmonds with the ofitwoik syfitem of Xu-T^ because the extra fwotoool 
would expand the flexibility of the system. 

dainis 10, 22, and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Xu US 2002/0038339 in view ofTso US €,088303 tn view of Cuomo US 
2002/0091757. 

As per daims 10, 22, and 34, the previous Xu-Tso combination teaches a proxy in a 
networic Xu-Tso &ils to teach forwarding access attributes to a file storage acce^ 
device for a validation check. 

Cuomo teaches a proxy that forwards user attributes to the device the user is tzying to 
access, wherein the device processes the auth^dcation request, [0007]. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the an to use the proxy forwaitiing 
of Cuomo with the system of Xu-Tso because the authentication at the file storage device 
enhances the security of the system. 
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Claims ll> 23, and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpateatable 
over Xu US 2002/0038»9 in vieir of T90 US 6,088,803 in vievr of Cnomo US 
2002/00917S7 in view of Chang US 6J1S»082 



As per claims 1 1, 23, aod 35, the previous Xu-Tso-Cuomo system fails to teach storing 

the predetermined authentication attributes. 

Chang teaches storing usemames in a system cache, (Cot 8 table 1). 

It ^vould have bees obvious for one of ordmary skill in the art to use the cache ofChang 

with the system of Xu-Tso-Cuomo because the cache allows the user to gain access more 

rapidly.
